CORNERSTONE IS LAID 
FOR I. W. C. GYMNASIUM 


Ceremonial Thursilay Afternoon of 
Impressive 
Kino 
Greetings Ex 
fended From Other Institutions. 
Facts on College Growth Given. 


I 


With impressive 
ceremonies the 
cornerstone of the new gymnasium 
building at Illinois Woman’s college 
was laid Thursday afternoon. 
The 
exercises began at 3:3 0 o’clock, with 
Dr. Harker presiding. 
The stone 
is at the northeast 
corner of the 
building and was laid by Dr. T. J 
Pitneu as president of the board of 
trustees. 
The copper box 
placed 
within the stone contains a number 
of papers and documents relatiftg es­ 
pecially to the college and Jackson- 
ville^ which will prove very inter­ 
esting indeed, a hundred years hence 
if the contents happen 
to be dis- 
| played at that time. President Ram- 
melkamp of illinois college; Supt. 
S Perrin of the city schools, Rev. F. 
Ii. Madden and Rev. E. K. Towle 
I had part in the exercises, which con­ 
cluded with the singing of the col 
lege song by the several hundred 
students assembled about the tem­ 
porary platform 
erected 
for the 
I speakers. 
In the beginning President .Hark­ 
er read some historical facts about 
I the growth of the college showing 
the steady advancement and expan 
sion of the institution in material 
and educational ways. 
The open­ 
ing prayer was offered by Rev. E. 
'K. Towle and suitable passages of 
scripture were read by Rev. F. Ii. 
Madden. 
From the Public Schools. 
Supt. A. H. Perrin was introduc­ 
ed to extend greetings from the pub­ 
lic schools of Jacksonville and the 
state. 
The speaker referred to the 
importance of the occasion from an 
educational standpoint and declar­ 
ed that 
he believed Michigan uni­ 
versity authorities were right when 
they announced that students who 
arrived there and who needed phy­ 
sical exercise could be given a credit 
of one fourth in their electives if 
they chose courses to benefit them 
physically. Mr. Perrin said that the 
world had come to understand more 
clearly in recent years how essen­ 
tial the care of the physical side of 
life is, even from 
an educational 
viewpoint. 
Gree4ngs bt)rn GoBcJtes. 
President Rammelkanip of Illinois 
college extended greetings from the 
college and from the colleges of the 


i state. He said that during the four 
teen years of his residence in Jack 
sonville h e had witnessed the mar 
velous growth of th e college and 
that this growth had not been only 
material but in a literary way as 
well. 
T h e speaker declared 
that 
while there had (been many, contri 
butors toward the growth 
of the 
college, that the greatest credit must 
be given to President Harker as the 
genius who had 
led in the great 
work, and then he said somewhat 
facetiously that President Marker’s 
work had been a spur and an inspire 
ation to him, possibly greater than 
Dr. Harker realized. 
The record of 
the college, President Rammelkamp 
said, was one of which any college 
or any college president might well 
be proud. 
In the Copper Box. 
President Harker then read a list 
of t^e contents of the box placed 
within the cornerstone as follows;

President Harker commented on 
the fact that the Courier had print­ 
ed the report of the corner stone 
flaying in advance in order to have 
it ready to be placed in the copper 
rnox. 
Dr. Pit nee Points to Gym Benefit 
Dr. Pinier, after he had used the 
trowel and mortar in laying 
the 
stone, said that the gymnasium was 
the realization of dreams Juid some 
years before. 
He predicted that the 
gymnasium would 'be of very great 
value in the developing of all round 
students and suid that it was a for­ 
tunate thing that the people had 
come to recognize the importance of 
the proper attention to the physical 
in education work of today. 
Presi­ 
dent Harker asked the students to 
join in singing the college song and 
this number concluded the exercises. 
Historical Farts. 
The historical sketch read by tim 
president was as follows: 
The Corner-stone of the first build­ 
ing of the Illinois Woman’s College 
was laid by Bishop (Edmund 8. James 
in' September, 
IS 19, 
sixty-seven 
years ago. 
The ‘building was IOO 
feet long by 50 feet wide, four stor­ 
ies high, and was situated where the 
east part of the present main build­ 
ing now stands. 
In I Ha 4 the attendance had so in­ 
creased that a wing was added on 
the west end of the building, extend-

it now stands. 
In 1872 the wing 
waa again destroyed by fire, ‘but 
with unconquerable heroism and en­ 
ergy it was rebuilt within a year. 
From 1873, for a period of twen­ 
ty six years, the College continued 
without additions or new buildings. 
But in 18 99 began a period of re­ 
markable growth, continuing to the 
present time. 
In these 
seventeen 
years there have been eleven addi­ 
tions and new 'buildings. 
In 1899 the east wing was built. 
It is 
worthy of note that this wing 
was part of the plan when the west. 
wing was added in 1854. 
It had to 
wait 45 years for its realization, 
In 
1900 the west wing was ex­ 
tended. 
In 
190*2 the main building was 
extended westward. 
In 1904 the power house was built. 
In 1906 the Music Hall and the 
College Cottage were erected. 
In 1909 Harker Hall .was built, 
and the Dining Room extension ad 
ded to the west wing. 
The corner 
stone of Harker Hall was laid May 
18, 1909, by Archibald C. 
Wads­ 
worth. president of the Board 
of 
Trustees. 
In 1910 the College Cottage was 
enlarged. 
In 1910 the Library Addition has 
been completed, and the Gymnasium 
begun. 
During these years large additions 
have been made to the furnishing 
of the buildings, and to the equip-J 
ment of library and laboratories; 
and an endowment of $200,000 has 
been secured. 
We thank God for the heroic men 
and women who laid the foundations 
of the college in sacrifice and de­ 
votion, and sustained it thru all its 
years of fiery trial. 
We thank the many friends who 
have assisted in the growth of re­ 
cent years; we urge them to con­ 
tinued interest, and we humbly and 
earnestly seek daily Divine guidance 
and direction in finding still other 
friends, and in plans for the ad­ 
vancement of the college. 
For the future .with unwavering 
faith, we commit the college into His 
care who inspired its beginning, and 
who has sustained and guided thru 
all the years, praying that Hie will 
A ntlnue to direct and sustain and 
bless to its fullest consummation.

We lay this corner-stone for the 
foundation of a building devoted to 
the more perfect physical develop­ 
ment of the students, to the end 
that their bodies may be strong and 
healthy, their minds clear and alert,1 
and their characters strongly foun- 
dationed on a well proportioned phy­ 
sical, intellectual and spiritual baals; 
that every young woman attending 
this college may be able and ready 
and anxious to do any womanly ser­ 
vice anywhere.
